T H E FIN AN CIA L BILL.

Washington, Nov. 28.- Tho general 
currency bill prepared by the Republi 
can caucus committee appointed by the 
last congress has received its final re 
vision. 
The measure represents tbs 
unanimous conclusions of the commit 
ten and will be called up for considera 
tion at the caucus v>f the Republican 
members of the house, which is to he 
held probably next Saturday. 
Aceom 
panying the bill is a report setting forth 
at length the reasons and necessity 
which, in their opinion, exists for the 
prop>so legislation. 


S o m e of the chief features of the bill 
are as follows: 
An amendment to the coinage laws, 
making 25j grains of gold, 900 parts 
fine, the standard coin measure. 
An amendment to the greenback re­ 
issue act of 1878, providing that those 
treasury notes shall he redeemed with 
gold, aud when so redeemed, shall not 
be reissued except in exchange for gold 
This provision will prevent the opera 
tion of the endless chain which hitherto 
has been the means to raid the gold re­ 
serve of not less than 1100,000,000. the 
maintenance of the reserve at that 
figure now being entirely discretionary 
with the secretary of the treasury. 
An amendment to the National bauk 
law , authorizing hanks to be organized 
with a capital stock of $25,000. 
At 
present the minimum is $50,000. 
Another amendment ta* the same act 
authorizing banks to issue notes to the 
par value of the bonds they have on de­ 
posit. to secure circulation. 
At present 
the limit is 90 per cent 
A third amendment to this act reduces 
the taxation on bank circulation to one- 
tenth of one p e r cent. 
This tax is to 
pay the expense of engraving and print­ 
ing the notes. 
The present rate more 
than meets this expense.
